The English have a saying • "A riding 


horse is not -worth its corn if it can not 
walk well." We condense some excel- 
lent "walking" talk Irom an KcglUh 
contemporary: 


The walk is one of the principal paces 


at a town haok, one of the greatest Inx- 
uries at a hard-worked man, be he law- 
yer, doctor, artist, judge, politician, or 
city financier. A horse may be a very 
good hunter, yet a bad walker, but then 
he is fit only tor the stable of a ri< h 
man. A hnnter that can walk safely 
and fast home is a luxurious treasure 


The walk M the pace that may be 


vastly improved without the rider hav- 
ing any of the natutal anil acquired 
talents of the pi ofessional horse-breaker. 
But he must have patience. "To make 
a hack walk well," says the author ol 
"The Book of the Horse," "there i» 
nothing more stupid than ill-temper, 
the use of the whip, and the abuse of 
spars." 
A hack, to make a arst-class walker, 


must have the conrageon? temperament 
that never allies, when onoesettled down 
from early morn freshness, and also the 
natural form and action that make him 
carry hU head in the right place and 
steu out of the ground. 
Four miles an hour at a stretch, done 


in harmonious cadence at the first ask- 
ing, without stumbling, dropping, shuf- 
fling, or breaking, is very good work. 
Toao five miles an hour in good form 
is a very rare performance. 


We are told that there are some 


horses that cau walk six miles an hoar 
with a light load, but have never seen 
anything like this. We were once rid- 
ing a nearly thoroughbred horse, over 
sixteen hands high, with the wild stag- 
hounds, and left off nine miles from the 
horse's stable. He did the distance, and 
brought us back in time to dress for 
dinner, in an hour and twenty minutes. 
That is about five miles ana one-third 
m an hour. 
To improve the walk the first step is to 


sit down on the horse and ride at a sharp 
pace until he is settled.withoutfatiguing 
him. 
Then, if he is young, be content 


with the slowest pace of walking, as 
long as he does not break and jog. At 
every break he must be stopped firmly, 
collected, and made to begin again. 
This is the beat practice in returning 
home to your hack's stable and corn. 
Of course, it is of uo use to waste time 
over an aged hick whose habits are 
fixed, or a horse toaled to stumble all 
his life 
The young one must be firmly and 


tendei ly held, so that he will be com- 
pelled to move eat h leg alternately and 
evenly. By a judicious, smooth, firm, 
and even grasp ol the reins, the curb- 
leins held very lightly, the horse's head 
will be drawn'into the right place (pro- 
vided alw iys that it be properly put on 
his neck), and thus induce him to bring 
his hind-legs under him in regular time, 
in support ot his foie-lega. While the 
i ems restrain him, the spurs, gently 
used, urge him, and the corn invites him 
to step out his best. 
By these means, 


patiently practiced day after day, a 
really clever hack will get into the habit 
of walking at his bert pace as soon as 
the rider mounts and indicates by the 
pressuie of his legs that such is his 
pleasure 
Young horses and thoroughbreds 


di afted from the tnrf into hack or hun- 
ter stables should be often ridden across 
the deep furrows of plowed clay fields, 
both at the walk and trot. 
Riding 


across turnips set on the ridge will im- 
prove the action ol four-year-olds both 
at the walk and trot, if tfieir fore-limbs 
ara so made as to be capable of high, 
true action, Finally, with time and pa* 
tienee. moot young horses' style and 
paiein walking (.an bogre&tly improved. 
—Mwhiqan Fanner.

They know that President Arthur in 
his- annual message to congress, and 
bis Uepublican secretary of the trea- 
sury, both recommended such reduc- 
tion; that a bill to reduce internal 
revenue taxation to the amount of 
$16,892,880 immediately, and to the 
amount of about $0,000,000 to take 
effect May 1, 1883—or say $23,000,-

No case is discharged cured, unless it 
be ti tie that quite lately some few re- 
cent cases liave been cured. Report 
says they were affected by eucalyptus 
leaves. One doctor claims to have coun- 
teracted recent developments In inocu- 
lation. The leper cloea not suffer much 
pain till his fingers and toes drop off. 
When the leprous sores are still on 
their hands they work in Chinese cigar 
factories and give wide spread to the 
infection Clothes washermen the same.
